PREPARING FOR THE TILT. 

For a week Senator Gorman has been 
laying his plans for the final tilt. He 
knew just how every man stood, and he 
knew that should the force bill ever come 
to a direct vote it would pass by from two 
to three majority. The western silver re- 
publicans who have been aiding him in 
this fight, were of the same opinion. How- 
ever, by a close canvass of the senate, Mr. 
Gorman found at the proper time if he 
moved to lay the bill aside to take up somo 
other important measure, there was a chance 
of success. : 

| EVERY DEMOCRAT PRESENT. 

Mr. Aldrich had given it out that on to- 
morrow he would ask for and insist upon 
@ vote on the cloture rule. Mr. Gorman 
decided to act first, and notifying all his 
men to be on hand at noon today, he was 
preparéd for the fray. Every democrat in 
the city able to leave his room was on 
hand. Senator Colquitt, who has been ill 
for two months, got up and was driven to 
the capitol in a close carriage. 

STANFORD'S ABSENCE. 

The republicans who were to act with 
the democrats were all on hand except 
Senator Stanford. of California, who was 
absent without a pair, and Senator Ingalis, 
of Kansas, who was, however, paired with 
a republican against the bill. Senator 
Morgan, of Alabama, had the floor, and 
was continuing his speech, commenced on

WOLCOTT STARTS THE BALL. 

Senator Wolcott, of Colorado, asked for 
the floor for a motion, and when the Ala- 
bamian yielded, he moved that the senate 
Jay aside the pending resolution and pro- 
ceed to the consideration of the apportion- 
ment bill. If a thousanacd bombs had ex- 
ploded at once right in the sentate, there 
could not have been more. consternation 
among the force bill republicans. It was 
totally unexpected by them, and they were 
so amazed that Aldrich jumped to his feet 
to raise a point of order so as tc gain 
time for his men to recover. 

CALLING THE ROLL. 

The point was, of course, ruled out, when 
he moved to lay the motion on the table. 
Then the roll call was ordered. The repub- 
licans sent pages in al: directions to summons 
absentees, and in less time than it takes to 
tell it, word had gone ail over the capitol that 
the senate was voting on the force bill. Every 
one rushed for the senate. The scene on the 
floor wasone of the most intense excitement. 
Every senator was on his feet moving 
around nervously as tho roll call proceeded. 

The republicans were nervous from fear; 
the democrass from anxiety. 

CAMERON VOTES RIGHT. 

When’ Senator Cameron’s name was 
reached and he voted ‘‘no,” with the demo- 
crats, the democrats looked relieved slightly, 
and the republicans showed great nervous- 
ness. Hoar turned red, then white, and 
trembling all over with fear, rushed around 
the chamber like a chicken after its head 
had been wrung from its body. Then Jones, 
of Nevada, voted with the democrats; then 
Stewart and Teller, and Washburn and 
Wolcott. 

The roll call being completed, Allison 
of Iowa, announced that. he was paired 
with Senator Ingalls. This meant a tie 
if all the absent senators were paired, but 
in an instant it was announced that Sen- 
ator Stanford was not paired. Aldrich in- 
sisted that he was, but Senator Stewart 
announced that were he present he would 
vote against the motion, and after a few 
moments parleying the vote was announced 
34 to 35. 

The senate refused to table the motion 
and a mighty yell went up from the 
galleries. 

HOAR VERY MUCH PUZZLED. 

Hoar turned very red and, 
fixedly at the floor, blushed and blushed and 
simply tore paper into fragments.

The direct vote to take up the appor-

THE APPLAUSE OFFENDS THEM.

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tors lost their dignity inYpjoyousness and 
applauded vigorously with. the audience. 

The Hoar-Edmunds-Aldrich gang was as 
thoroughly a disgusted set as one could im- 
agine. They lost no time in. retiring in dis- 
order to the cloakroom. Gorman was forced 
out into the democratic cloakroom by many 
of his colleagues after the fight was over, 
where he was simply overwhelmed with 
praises and congratulations. 

ANNOUNCED TO THE HOUSE. 

Some one rushed over to the house with 
the news. The clerk of that body was call- 
ing the roll on some filibustering motion 
when Mr. Rogers rushed in and yelled: 

“Mr. Speaker, I want to announce that 
the senate has just defeated the force bill.” 

It came like a clap of thunder to every 
one in the house, but in an instant the 
democrats were yelling with joy, while 
Speaker Reed and the republicans seemed 
absolutely dazed. The democrafs applauded 
for fully two minutes, throwing books and 
papers high towards the ceiling in joyous 
enthusiasm. ° 

INFORMING THE PRESIDENT. 

The news was telegraphed to the white 
house almost as soon as it had happened. 
It is said Harrison flew into a rage and 
telegraphed immediately to the republicans 
of the Kansas legislature to vote solidly 
against Ingalls and defeat him. The re- 
publicane of the house were just as mad 
as the. president, and some twenty of them 
likewise signed a telegram to the repub- 
licans of the Kansas iegislatuga to defeat 
Ingalls, even if they had “to elect 4 

The house republicans, and particularly 
the Pennsylvania republicans, felt outraged 
at Cameron’s vote, and have already tele- 
graphed to Harrisburg to have the Penn- 
sylvania legislature pass a resolution to- 
morrow condemning his course. 

HAVE GIVEN UP THE FIGHT. 

The republicans have, however, given up 
the fight. Even old Hoar himself gave 
notice, late this afternoon, after he had 
slightly recovered from the shock, that he 
would call up the bankruptcy bill within 


a few days. 

A western repubhcar, who has always 
yoted with Hoar, told me tonight that he, 
for one, was opposed to any other effort 
to bring the force bill before the senate. 
It had been defeated by a square vote, 
and he and a seore of other republican 
senators would now insist that the senate 
occupy the remainder of the session witli 
legitimate business that must be attended 
to. If this programme is carried out, and 
the chances are it will be, the democrats 
will assist in rushing business, and there 
will be no necessity for an extra ses- 


sion. 

The force bill is in its grave. Its many 
reputed fathers and advocates will soon 
find their political bodies buried by its 
side. : 

THE REPUBLICANS WERE SURPRISED. 

It is an undeniable fact that Senator Aldrich 
and the republican senators were completely 
taken by surprise by the action of the senate 
today in laying aside the cloture resolution, 
and taking up the apportionment bill. There 
was no expectation on their part that any im- 
portant vote would be reached today, and at 
least one republican senator, who was in the 
city, was toldthat he might safely leave the 
capitol to attend to some departmental! busi- 
ness; consequently, he was not present when 
the decisivejvotes were taken, and it was with 
difficulty that a pair could be arranged for 
him. 

WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN. 

Mr. Stanford is the only republican recorded 
as absetit and unpaired. His vote for the mo- 
tion to table Senator Wolcott’s motion to take 
up the apportionment bill would have de- 
feated the motion, as the resulting tie would 
have called for the casting of the vote of the 
vice president, without a doubt in favor of the 
continued consideration of the cloture rule. 
The same result would would have followed 
the arrangement of a pair by Stanford with a 
democratic senator. 

WILL KKEP THEIR EYES OPEN. 

The future course of events, according to 
Mr. Aldrich, will depend largely upon Mr. 
Stanford, whose position in regard to the 
cloture rule, it is expected, will be definitely 
ascertained as soon as he _ returns. Mr. 
Aldrich says that if Stanford agrees to support 
the rule, he will ask the senate to resume its 
consideration immediately. 

It is probable that the opposing forces in 
the senate will maintain the fullest possible 
attendance of all their members from this 
time forward, in order to be prepared to take 
advantage of any changes in the situation 
that accidental or other causes may bring 
about. 

STANFORD TO BE CONSULTED. 

Just before the vote shelving the force bil] 
was announced in the senate today, there was 
a dispute between Senators Aldrich and Stew- 
art as to which way Senator Stanford would 
voto had he been here and which way he 
would have paired. Aldrich declared he would 
have voted against shelving the force bill, 
while Stewart announced that Stanford had 
told him he would support the motion. After 
the senate adjourned there was a question of 
veracity raised between these senators. 

Aldrich said he would settle it by going to 
New York to see Stanford personally. Stewart 
said he would do likewise, and both senators 
left on the same train tonight. 

Should Stanford state that Aldrich was cor- 
rect, and that he would have voted against 
laying aside the force bill and wili vote to 
take it up again, then Aldrich and Hoar 
might make another effort to take up the Dill. 

STANFORD IS ALL RIGHT. 

But this action on Stanford’s part will not 
be. Stesvart must be right, for all of Stan- 
ford’s past-votes have been Consistent with 
Stewart’s announcement. Two weeks ago he 
voted to shelve the force bill and has since 
made many public statements that he would 
do so again. 

Stanford’s absence today was undoubtedly 
premeditated. Neither the anti-force bill re- 
publicans nor the democrats have any fear of 
his reconsidering. 

SENATOR COLQUITT’S ILLNESS. 

Senator Colquitt deserves credit for his ap- 

ce in the senate today. Although he has 
been ill for many weeks, he was carried to the 
senate chamber to vote against the force bill. 
He was, however, paired with Senator Dawes 
and his pair had been transferred to an absent 
republican. After all, he could not vote. His 
presence, however, counted just the same. It 
will probably be some time yet before Senator 
Colquitt is able to attend to his duties. His 
illness has resulted in his losing much flesh,and, 
indeed, he looked very and was so weak

OR IS HE IN WITH THE GANG AT 
WASHINGTON ? 


THE CONGO CROWD HAS CAUGHT HIM. 


The Money of the Atlanta Crowd Has Now 
All Gone Into the Treasury of the 
Congo Emigration Company. 


WASHINGTON, January 26.—(Special.]— 
Orange Davis, the treasurer of the Atlanta 
negro exodusters, is here, looking after the 
money he brought in and deposited with the 
“United Statesand Congo Emigration and 
Steamship Company’”’ some time ago. 

Davis’s actions on this trip have demon- 
strated that he is either one of the rascals of 
this company in league with the conspiracy 
formed to rob the poor, deluded, black 
wretchesin Atlanta and other points of the 
south, or else he has been hypnotized and 
robbed by the conspirators here. 


It will be remembered that Davis brought | 


$1,056 here in December. He deposited that 
in the Central National bank, giving a 
certified check for $500 to Mr. Morse, a steam- 
ship agent, as a deposit, and $556 to a negro 
named O’Brien, the treasurer of the Congo 
company. 

When Tuer Constitution exposed the 
scheme, last week, O’Brien wrote to Davis to 
come on at once and get the $500 deposited 
with Mr. Morse. Today Davis and O’Brien 
called on Mr. Morse, who gave the deposited 
check to Davis, who immediately turned it 
over to O’Brien. Thus O’Brien now has all 


the money, and the poor negroes in Atlanta | 


will get nothing. ° 
Orange Davis might have been given a 
portion of the swag, but the chances are that 
he will simply get a return ticket to Atlanta, 
while the Washington negroes and their white 
chief will hold another meeting, at their den,

Fisher Goes to Jail Again. 

The application of Pendleton F. Fisher, the 
negro emigrant agent, for his release from jail 
on a writ of habeus corpus on the ground of 
illegal arrest and imprisonment, came up be- 
fore Judge Newman, yesterday.

Judge Newman decided that the case did 
not properly belong to the United States court, 
and discharged the writ, remanding the pris- 
oner back to the custody of the sheriff.

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AFTER INGALLS’'S SCALP. 


The Alliancemen Pledged to Vote Against 
Him—An Ex-Confederate Very Popular. 
ToreKa, Kan., January 25.—Senator In- 

galls was right when he remarked in his 

speech Jast night, that the battle was on. No 
truce was declared over Sunday. The 

Farmers’ Alliance was busy all day, none 

going home, for every man was needed in the 

caucus, and each wason hand. The impor- 
tant action resulting was the decision to 
unseat two republicans and give the vacancies 
to alliance supporters. The cases were Reedy, 
alliance, against Boyer, 


Reed, repu ican, from Marion county. 
Boyer tas ‘beén’ declared elected by seven 
majority, and Reed and Maxwell tie. 

he groundsfor unseating is alleged fraud. 
The programme is to do the unseating the first 
thing at tomorrow's session and seat the con- 
testants intime to give them a vote on the 
senatorial question. This action will increase 
the vote of the alliance on joint 
ballot to ninety-four and reduce ~ the 
epublican vote to sixty-four. The 
alliance will then have thirty plurality over 
the republicans anda’ majority of twenty-one 
over all. It requires eighty-three votes in joint 
ballot to elect. 

The alliancemen are confident they will 
elect an allianceman on the first ballot to suc- 
ceed Senator Ingalls. No one dares to pre- 
dict who he will be. Speaker Elder said to- 
day that by no possible means could Ingalls 
be re-elected. Ninety-one members had 
signed an agreement, he said, to 
vote to the last against Ingalls. It 
seemed to be the general opinion that 
W. A. Harris and John Willets have the lead 
over other alliance candidates. Harris is an 
ex-confederate and served through the war on 
General Lee's staff. This fact has prejudiced 
some eighteen or twenty old soldiers against 
him. Were it not for that it is generally be- 
lieved that he could win hands down. Willets 
stock is looking up today. His boom is a sort 
of undercurrent affair. The other candidates 
have about held their own. 

All was activity at Ingalls’s headquarters to- 
day. His friends from all over the state have 
volunteered in his service. He held numer- 
ous conferences with them today. They say 
Ingalls will succeed himself. The alliance, 
they say, will be unable to agree upon a can- 
didate and enough votes will finally go to In- 
galls to elect him. 

PETITIONS FROM THE GRAND ARMY. 

It is said petitions will be read in the house 
from every Grand Army post in Kansas asking 
for the re-election of Ingalls. These petitions 
will not come from the posts themselves, but from 
leading men in each post. Mr. Ingalls’s organiza- 
tion is in the hands of five of the shrewd- 
est men that ever {went into a _ contest. 
Mr. Livingston, president of the New York alliance, 
is here using his influence with the soldier ele- 
ment for Ingalls. He shows letters said to be 
from southern alliancemen,in which they state 
that when the alliance comes into power they will 
cut off the pensions of old soldiers. This is having 
an influence, inomentarily, at least. 

ALLIANCEMEN VERY RETICENT. 

The alliance is preserving the strictest secrecy, 
and it is difficult to get anything out of them. 
From appearances it would seem that Willetts is 
the most promising one among their number for 
the senatorship, but they will not talk about him. 
Harris, of Leavenworth, is doubtless the 
ablest man of the alliance, and represents 
every principle of the combination, but he is an 
ex-confederate and it is doubtful if the large 
soldier contingent would support him for that 
reason. Congressman Simpson is ruled out from 
the contest by the alliancemen on the ground that 
no member eiected to congress shall be eligible to 
the United States senate. 


CAMERON ON THE STAND. 


The Senator Acknowledges That He Bought 
Silver and Had Nothing to Conceal. 

WASHINGTON, January 26.--In the silver pool 
investigation today Chairman Dingiey laid before 
the committee a letter dated January 19th, from 
James H. Owenby to W. B, Stevens, correspond- 
ent of The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, in which 
Owenby expresses a willingness tu appear before 
the committee and testify without reserve pro- 
vided he has a satisfactory guarantee that he shall 
be allowed to compel the attendance of such per- 
sons and papers as he shall name, and provided 
also that he shall have the right to take the matter 
into court. [The letter was published Saturday 
and Sunday in different parts of the country.) 

It was then explained that when Dockery had 
asked Stevens to withhold the letter the other 
day he did not mean that it should be withheld 
from the committee, but from the public.

IRON AND sTEEL PRODUCTION. 


‘Bulletin of the American Iron and Steel 
Association. 


PHILADELPHIA, January 26.—The following is 
from the bulletin of the American Iron and Steel 
Association: ‘The American Iron and Steel Asso- 
ciation has received from manufacturers Ccom- 
plete returns of the production of pig iron in the 
United States in 1890, and also complete returns 
of stocks of unsold pig iron in the hands of 
makers or their agents at the close of the war. 
The total production of pig iron in 1890 was 10,307,- 
O28 net tons of 2,000 pounds, or 202,703 gross 
tons of 2,240 poutids, against 7,603,642 
gross tons in 1889—an increase of 
1,599,061 gross tons or over 21 per cent production 
in 1889, was over 17 per cent greater than that of 
1888. The joint increase in the last two years has, 
therefore, been over 38 percent. Our production 
in 1880 was about 1,200,000 gross tons larger than 
that of Great Britain in 1883, which was its year 
of greatest production. Our production of pig 
iron in 1890 was larger for the first time than that 
of our European rival. Our production of pig 
iron in the first half of 1890 was 4,560,51 

ross tons, andinthe second half of 1890 it was 

642,190 gross tons—an increase of 81,677 tons in 
the second half. The increase inthe second haif 
would have been been much larger, but for the 
blowing out of many furnaces in December, 
caused by the strike of Alabama coal miners and 
by financial stringency. 

The check in production which occurred in De- 
cemaber has been continued since the beginning 
o the new year. The number of furnaces 
30th of June, 189)....was 
SJ andon the 3ist of December thé Jcuuiber 
gn blast was 311. Since the Ist of January at least 
~* anty more aces have blown out. The in- 
ereased production in 1890 over 1889 was well dis- 
tributed throughout the leading pig iron producing 
states, although the increase in Pennsylvania was 
exceptionally large, amounting to 763,927 net tons. 
The next largest increase was in Illinois, with 
184,204 net tens, followed by Ohio with 173,598 tons, 
Maryland with 131,712 tons, Alabama with 123,515 
tons, Wisconsin with 87,603 tons, Virginia with 
76,556 tons, Michigan with 44,105tons, West Vir- 
ginia with 27,070 tons, Colorado with 20,910 tons 
and Missouri with 14,360 tons. Some other states 
made small] increases in their productions. 

The productions of Maine, Massachusetts and 
Connecticut declined, and Washington made no 
big iron in 1890. The production of pig iron in 
Alabama in 1890 shows a very much smaller in- 
crease, both absolutely and relatively, than in 
either of the two preceding years. Tennessee, 
Kentucky, Georgia and North Carolina made only 
nominal progress in 1890, but Maryland, Virginia 
and West Virginia contributed handsomely to 
the grand total of 1,953,459 net tons for the 
southern states in 1890, against 1,566,702 net 
tons in 1889—a gain of 386,757 tons. There was a 
a ree in the production of spiegeleisen 
and ferro-manganese in 1890, the production 
being 149,162 net tone, against 85,823 tons in 188), 
54,769 tons in 1888, and 47,598 tons in 1887. 

Stocks of ig iron which were un- 
sold in the hands of makers and their 
agents on the 3ist of December last, and 
which were not intended for the consumption of 
manufacturers, amounted to 681,992 net tons, or 
608,921 gross tons, against 389,244 net tons on the 
30th of June last, 277,401 tons on the 3ist of De- 
cember, 1889, and 563,286 tons on the 30th of June, 
1889. In addition to these unsold stocks at the 
close of 1890, there were at that date in storage 
warrant yards 59,289 net tons, making a total of 
741,281 net tons of pig iron then on the market.

WILL BE REAPPOINTED. 
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A FATAL COLLISION, 


Two Sections of a Freight Train Go To- 
gether. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., January 26.—[Special.)—A 
serious freight train collision occurred last night 
near Cock Springs, forty miles east of here, on the 
Georgia Pacific railroad. An eastbound freight 
train was running in three sections. The second 
section broke down and before a flagman 
could be sent back, the third section 
ran into it. Oneengine and a number of cars 
were badly wrecked, and the road has been biocked 
all day. 

A negro brakeman, whose name no one seems to 
know, was kiiled and his body buried under the 
wreck. Engineer Hopper and Fireman Smith, of 
the third section, jumped and both were badly 
bruised, but their injuries are not dangerous. The 
damage to tle rolling stock was heavy.

THE GREAT STORM. 


SNOW AND SLEET BREAK DOWN THE 
ELECTRIC WIRES, 


AND NEW YORK IS IN DARKNESS. 


Huge Poles Fall by the Dozens and Damage 
is Done to Property—Work of the 
Police and Firemen. 


New York, January 26.—The storm which 
set in at 11 o’clock last night and continued 
until noon today was the severest of the sea- 
son thus far. About six inches of snow fell 
and it wasof a clinging kind that fastened 
itself to everything it touched, loading trees 
until they were shorn of their branches or fell 
prostrate with their trunks snapped off as 
though they had been mere twigs, and clinging 
to the electric wires until they gave way 
under the pressure and broke in all directions, 
or until the poles on which they were strung 
breaking under the enormous weight fell 
across the streets and against houses, blocking 
all traftic on the former and threatening death 
and destruction to the latterand their in- 
mates. 

At daylight this morning the work of de- 
struction had commenced and it continued 
until the snowfall ceased at noon, when wrecks 
of trees and telegraph poles were to be found 
on every street, while irregular festoons of 
wire were hanging onevery hand and de- 
tached lengths were strung on every sidewalk. 

THE DAMAGE I8 GREAT. 

No such work of devastation has been known 
since the great blizzard of March, 1886, and it 
isa questionif that memorable storm was 
more serious in its effects upon telegraph poles 
and wires of the city. 

Early in the morning telegraphic and tele- 
phonic connections were broken and while the 
snow did not offer a bar to railroad traffic, the 
prostrate poles and fallen wires prevented 
running cars on many streets and even ele- 
vated railroad trains were compelled to move 
cautiously and were often brought to a stop 
by wires that had fallen across the tracks. 

The police and fire departments were 
especial sufferers. All wire connections be- 
tween the various police stations and the central 
office were broken and recourse was had to 
messengers. The fire department’s circuits 
were generally broken, and as no alarms could 

sent out, excepting ona very few circuits, 
patrols of firemen were established throughout 
the city. Men were sent to repair damages at 
once and the two most important of city de- 
partments will soon have their telegraph ser- 
vices restored. 
THE CITY IN DARKNESS. 

The same may be said of the telegraph, tel- 
ephone and electrical light companies, al! of 
which had their full effective force engaged 
all day. Many quarters of the city were 
wrapped in Cimmerian darkness this evening, 
but for the fortunate circumstance that the 
moon is nearly full and gupplies, in part, the 
lack of electric lights, none of which were 
working in any portion of the city excepting 
in some sections in the Harlem district. 

Early this morning Acting Superintendent of 
Police Byrnes issued a general order calling 
upon the police to use extraordinary vigilance 
during the night, as the criminal class might 
be disposed to take advantage of the disastrous 
condition of affairs and commit depredations 
against jife and property. 

_ $BVERAL ACCIDENTS REPORTED. 

Up to this writing no intelligence has been 
received of any disastrous fires or overt acts. 
A partial list only can be givenof the acci- 
dents caused by the storm. About 9 o’clock 
this morning seven huge telegraph poles on 
Fourth avenue, between One Hundred and 
Twenty-first and One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth streets, were broken off close to the 
ground, falling with a great crashinto a cut 
of the New York Central railroad, effectually 
blocking the track. Fortunately no train was 
passing at the time, but the train for Peeks- 
kill which left the Grand Central depot at 
9 o’clock, hada narrow escape, as it came 
thundering out of Rookville tunnel just as the 
accident occurred and was stopped by a signal 
at One Hundred and Nineteenth street. 

It was nearly two hours before the wreckage 
was cleared away and trafic on the road re- 
sumed. 

THE MASS OF WIRES. 

Early in the morning an immense tree that 
stood in front of 210 East Broadway, fell into 
the street, narrowly escaping a car loaded 
with passengers. In its descent it struck the 
telegraph wires, and carried down a lot of 
poles. All‘ telegraph poles on Seventh ave- 
nue, from Forty-second street to Fifty-ninth 
street, went down early in the day, covering 
the avenue with wires and fragments of poles. 
Heavy poles on Fifty-ninth street, from 
Eigth avenue to Eleventh avenue, suffered 
the same fate. One of the poles would have 
crushed the entrance porch of Roosevelt hos- 
pital, but for the sustaining strength of the 
wires running to the next pole, which fell in 
an opposite direction. re 

A pole at the corner of Fifty-ninth street 
and Ninth avenue fell upon the elevated sta- 
tion at that point and partially crushed it, but 
hurt no one. 

At 7:30 o’clock in the morning a line of 
Western Union eighty-foot poles fell witha 
crash on Fifty-ninth street, carrying not less 
than 150 single wires and two cables twoinches 
thick, with from forty to seventy-five wires in 
them, tothe ground. The crossbars scraped 
the sides of the brown stone flats on the south 
side of the street as they fell, and shook the 
buildings to their very foundations. The fall 
made asound llke thunder, startling people 
for blocks away. Many of the enormous nn 
were broken in three pieces and the cross- 
arms shattered. The houses were so blocked 
by the wreck that until near midday ingress 
and egress were impossible. 

ORDERS TO THE POLICE. 

Police reports are coming in slow, only six- 

teen out of thirty-five precincts having sent 


reports to police headquarters up to 7 


o’clock p. m. 

Mayor Grant has ordered the police through- 
out the city to see to it that the electric currents 
be not turned on the various wires uatil the 
board of electrical control should certify that 
the wires are safe. The dangerous condition, 
because of wreckage, was the causeof the 
order. In consequence, a large portion of the 
city is in darkness tonight. Several poles fel 
against the Union Square hotel, on Fifteenth 
and Fourth streets, doing some little damage 
to the building. An entire line of poles on 
Westside Park avenue, from Fifty-ninth street 
to One Handredand Seventy-fifth street, went 
down, encumbering both street and sidewalk, 
Poles on Qne Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
street, between First and Third avenues and 
between Ninth and Tenth avenues, are down. 
Debris blocked One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth cable road for several hours. 

KILLED BY ELECTRIC WIRE. 


At an early hour this morning a telegraph 
wire broke in front of No. 115 Chambers street, 
and fell across an electric light wire and re- 
ceived its current. The wire fell on horses of 
a Fifth avenue car and the current killed one 
of them instantly. Two or three fires, caused by 
electric wires gwere extinguished with trifling 
damage. The waole story of destruction will 
not be known until tomorrow, although provi- 
dentially no human lives have been lost. 

The Western Union is badly crippled by the 
storm, all the wires being down, but three,

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DRED COOK CAPTURED. 


THE FAMOUS MOONSHINER IS ONCE 
MORE BEHIND THB BARS. 


His Last Ride from His Old Home to Ala- 
bama was One of Excitement and 
Romance—His Marriage. 


Jonesporo, Ga., January 26.—[{Special.]— 
*“Dred’’ Cook, Clayton county’s noted moon- 
shiner and burglar, is again in trouble. This 
time he is languishing in jail at Sunimerville, 
Ala., awaiting the arrival of Sheriff Hutch- 
eson with the necessary papers to transfer him 
to this county on a charge of burglary. 

It seems that Cook had located in Alabama 
since his release from a number of charges 
against him in this county last year, and a few 
days ago came back for a visit to his old home 
and friends. While here he evidently could 
not resist the temptation to ply his old trade, 
and proceeded to burglarize several residences 
in the vicinity of Poplar Springs, in the 
northern part of this county, and secured from 
them quite a load of various articles. Mr. Dick 
Jones suffered the loss of two breech-loading 
shotguns and Mr. Bud Nolan lost a barrel of 
fiour, a cheese and numerous small articles, 
and other parties in the neighborhood lost 
some goods. 

From all accounts his return trip to Ala- 
bama wasaround of exciting exploits and 
romantic adventures. At Campbellton he 
attempted to burglarize a house, but failed, 
after breaking off a skeleton key in the door 
lock. He then broke the lock on the ferryboat 
and succeeded in carrying over his team and 
wagon full of stolen goods without the usual 
toll. 

When he reached the home of Mr. John 
Dukes, near Villa Rica, a new and romantic 
idea struck him which was promptly consum- 
mated. He succeeded in persuading the 
daughter of Mr. Dukes to become his life 
partner, and they were married then and there, 
and proceeded thence to his home near Sum- 
merville, Ala.

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LIQUOR LAW IN ALABAMA, 


The Senate Passes the Bill Regulating Its 
Sale. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., January 26.—[{Special.]—A 
bill regulating the granting of license to sell 
liquor passed the senate today after a heated dis- 
cussion, which will create a sensation among 
whisky men in the state. 

The bill was introduced by Senator Cowan, of 
Clarke, chairman of the senate temperance com- 
mittee, in response to the memorial of 
the late Baptist state convention, and 
requires the applicant for license to present 
a petition to the probate judge of the county, 
signed bya majority of householders, who are 
freeholders, in the precinct, town or ward of city 
in which the business is proposed to be carried on, 
which petition has to be published four weeks, 
with names appended, at the expense of the ap- 
plicant. 

It also etet ore that no party shall have license 
who has been proven to the satisfaction of the 
probate judge to have been guilty of violating 
any prohibition statutes in this state. 

It also provides that no whisky shall be sold 
outside of incorporated towns. 

The bill is quite sweeping in its nature and 
practically excludes the sale of liquor in many 
cities in the state. Culbert, Lawrence and 
Marengo counties wereexempted from the pro- 
visions of the bill. 

The bill passed the senate by a vote of 19 to 4.

Lodge Dill familiarly known as 
the force bill, in congress, and the probability of 
its becoming a law, and desiring to express our

And whereas, It is the sense of this general as- 
sembly that no appropriation should be made by 
the state of Indiana to exhibit her re- 
sources at such fair, or in any manner 
encourage the same, unless it can be made, in fact 
as well as in name, a world’s fair, and can exhibit 
the magnitude and variety of our whole country’s 
resources and advancement ; therefore, 

Resolved, By the house of representatives,senate 
concurring, that no further consideration of said 
appropriation bill be had till the senate has finally 
disposed of the said force bill, that this assembly 
may know what is to be the character of the ex- 
hibition of said world’s fair.

THE RAILROAD COMMISSION HAS AN 
IMPORTANT MEETING TODAY, 


Points About the Military Encampment. 
Colonel Waddell Talks About tho 
Agricultural Meeting. 

* 


The office of the state school commissioner 
was closed yesterday on accountof the death 
of Miss May Bradwell, daughter of Commis- 
sioner Bradwell. 

About the Encampment. 

The encampment will begin about July 
10th. : 

The troops will not be ordered in all at 
once, but by regiments. About 600 men will 
be in camp at one time. 

As there are 2,962 white troops and 1,050 
colored, that will make about seven weeks 
in all. 

First, the white troops will be in camp five 
weeks. Thecolored troops will then be in 
camp two weeks longer. 

Another point of interest about the encamp- 
ment is this—that the matter of going into 
camp is not left optional with the various com- 
mands. They are ordered in, and failure to 
report at the time required is to be treated as 
insubordination, and wilbresult in the disband- 
ment of the company. 

Railroad Commission. 

The railroad commission will have an im- 
portant meeting today. The two most impor- 
tant cases are of the Sawmill Association for 
@ reduction of the rate on lumber, and of the 
Sumter county alliance for a reduction on fer- 
tilizer rates from Savannah, so that Americus 
will have the same rate per ton per mile that 
Albany has now. 

State Agricultural Seciety. 

Colonel J. O. Waddell was a prominent 
visitor at the capitol yesterday. He says the 
programme for the convention which meets at 
Savannah on the llth is now about com- 
pleted. 

Senator Gordon is expected to respond to 
the address of welcome. 

There will be addresses by Hon. R. T. 
Nesbitt, commissioner of agriculture; Colonel 
R. J. Redding, director of the experiment sta- 
tion; Dr. J. B. Hunnicutt, the assistant cem- 
missioner of agriculture; Mr. James Barrett, 
ot Augusta; State School Commissioner Brad- 
well; Major W. L. Glessner, of Americus, 
and Mr. H. W. Newman, of Canton. 

Mr. Barrett takes for his subjects, ‘‘The Ed- 
ucation of Farmers’ Boys.’’ 

Commissioner Bradwell speakson ‘‘More 
Schools and Better Ones.” . 

Major Glessner speaks on the subject of 
*‘Immigration.”’ 

Colonel Newman’s address will be a humor- 
ous one on ‘The Georgia Major.”’ 

Governor Northen will call the convention 
to order and will install the new officers. 

The meeting will occupy two full days, 
Wednesday and Thursday, the 11th and 12th, 
with an “experience meeting’? Wednesday 
night. 

Of course the subject of the state fair, the 
Jest one and the next one, is the most impor- 
tant to come before the convention. 

The scarcity of labor, immigration, inten- 
sive farming, direet trade and other subjects 
of interest will come up for discussion. 

An effort will be made to secure from the 
state an annual appropriation of $2,500, 
authorized by an act passed previous to the 
adoption of the present constitution. The 
society has not received this appropriation 
since Governor Colquitt’s second term. 

The attorney general’s opinion was that the 
new constitution prohibited this gift by the 
state, but there are able dissenting opinions, 
and a committee representing the society will 
probably be appointed to nuk into the matter 
more fully.

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Side-Tracked Again. 

The force bill, in spite of the efforts of 
Hoar and the republican bourbons, has 
been side-tracked again. 

It is to be hoped that this disposes of. the 
infamous measure, and yet it must be borne 
in mind that the revolutionary purpose be- 
hind the bill is fed, not only by the hope of 
partisan success but by sectional malignity of 
the most violent kind. It is to be borne in 
mind, also, that the power and patronage of 
the administration are pledged to the sup- 
port of the force bill, and the power and in- 
fluence of the administration from a party 
point of view bear no sort of relation to the 
character and intellect of the president. M r. 
Harrison is the smallest and most insignifi- 
cant person that ever sat in the executive 
chair, not even excepting Mr. Hayes, but, 
asa narrow-minded and bigoted partisan, 
Mr. Harrison is a very powerful person 
among the republican politicians. 

The force bill was laid aside yesterday on 
motion of Senator Wolcott, who called up 
the apportionment bill. The vote was very 
close on the motion—thirty-five to thirty- 
four—showing how narrow is the margin 
that lies between the people of the south 
and the purposes of the republican conspira- 
tors. Messrs. Cameron, Teller, Wolcott, 
Stewart, Washburn and Jones voted with 
the democrats, and Senator Ingalls was 
paired in favor of displacing the force 
bill. 

Our correspondent says it is the belief in 
Washington that this action means the final 
burial of the measure, and itis to be hoped 
that this is truc, but it need not be said that 
Hoar and his brethren will stick to the force 
bill to the end. 

If the vote in favor of taking up the ap- 
portionment bill includes all who are Op- 
posed to the force bill, the margin is too 
narrow to be comfortable. Senator Hearst 
is said to be dying, and should he pass away 
before the final test, the republican bour- 
bons will gain a vote and the democrats lose 
one, so that if the vote to side-track is rep- 
resentative, there is still danger that the bill 
will become a law. 

It has been hinted, however, that there 
‘are some republican senators who, while 
they have been voting with Hoar all along, 
will oppose the force bill when it comes toa 
final vote. 

It is best, however, to take things as we 
find them. ‘There is abundant reason for 
feeling grateful for the situation as itis. It 
is a relief to know thatthe infamous meas- 
ure is even temporarily out of the way. Let 
us hope that the malignants and conspira- 
tors have at last reached the end of their 


rope. 


It Goes Without Saying. 


The recent wholesale denunciation of the 
present methods of the republican party by 
The Boston Globe has evoked indignant 
protests from many republican journals. 
The Globe published a cartoon representing 
the party as a burglar rifling the people’s 
treasuries, and made the following state- 
ments: 

In no less than six states at this moment the 
republican party is engaged in political grand 
larceny. In Illinois, Kansas, South Dakota, Ne- 
braska, New Hampshire and Connecticut, by 
slightly different processes which amount to the 
same thing—the overthrow of the popular will as 
expressed at the ballot box—they are engaged in 
seizing state governments and United States sen- 
atorships to which they have no sort of legal or 
moral right. At this rate politics will soon be re- 
duced to the level of burglary.

the facts it is useless to enter a protest.

The gold-bug editors have discovered this 
and they are working it industriously. We 
are left to infer that if all the nations of the

The Financial Chronicle, however, which 
discusses matters in small pica type and 
wide columns, and from the standpoint of 
an expert, is on the point of perceiving that 
the dumping argument is not entitled to any 
respect on account of its age. So The 
Chronicle tears down the elaborate argument 
and builds up another to the effect that 
foreign silver will not come here at all, 
and that there can be no inflation of 
the currency as the result of free coinage. 

Now, then, what are the gold-bug editors 
and financiers, who have been using the 
dumping-ground and inflation argument with 
such powerful effect, going to do about it? } 
The editor of ‘The Financial Chronicle is re- 
garded as an expert, and no Wall street 
minion will be bold enough to dispute or 
engage him in a controversy. 

This able editor, however, has an argu- 
ment to take the place of the favorite chest- 
nut. It is not a new one, but it seems to be 
equally as powerful as the old one. It is 
this, ladies and gentlemen, friends and fel- 
low-citizens: Gold is to disappear. Gold is 
to be hoarded. Gold is to be exported. 
Just think of that a moment and turn it 
over in your minds while the able financial 
expert wipes his perspiring brow. 

It is a wonderful theory. What is gold to 
be exported for? What will it be worth tothe 
business man who hoards it? Did gold go 
out of circulation when there was free coin- 
age of silver? As gold cannot be said to be 
in circulation now, so far as the people are 
concerned, will the people be hurt when the 
gold-bug withdraws their fetish from the 
public gaze? These are questions that sug- 


gest themselves at once.

The Forests of New York. 

The state of New York just now furnishes 
an object lesson in forestry. The destruc- 
tion of the Adirondack forests has gone so 
far that thé people have become aroused and 
are holding mass meetings to enter their pro- 
test. 

Such a meeting in the museum of natural 
history last Saturday was attended by more 
than a thousand people. Among the prom- 
inent gentlemen on the stage were Ellis H. 
Roberts, assistant treasurer of the United 
States, and Ex-President Grover Cleveland. 
Iion. Warren Higley said in a speech that, 
since France realized in 1887 how fast her 
forests were going, she had spent $4,365,700 
in replanting them, and it would take $34,- 
000,000 to complete the work. Coming 
nearer home, he said that, in the last five 
years, the normal depth of North river, in 
Warren county, had decreased eight feet dur- 
ing the heated season, and had increased six 
feet during freshets. Within eight years 
there had been no flood in the Adirondacks 
which had done less than $30,000 damage. 

It is unnecessary to point out the logic of 
these facts, but the mention of them will be 
useful in rousing our own people to the im- 
portance of the subject. A great deal has 
been written and published about the dis- 
astrous results following the stripping of 
forests from the hills of France and other 
old world countries; but that was so far 
away thatit did not seem to bring the mat- 
ter home. Here we have the logic of de- 
struction followed to its conclusion in our 
own country, and so to speak, under our 
eyes. 

Forest preservation is a matter immensely 
more important to our people of Georgia 
than to the citizensof New York. We have 
a vastly larger interest to protect, and it is 
being destroyed even faster than that of the 
Empire State. 

The question is, what are we going to do 
about it? If all our pine forests were under 
one management, they would without doubt 
be so husbanded as to make of them a per- 
manent estate, of equal or increasing value 
to each successive generation; but in a con- 
dition of affairs where parties who have no 
permanent interest in the forests are, fora 
trifling sum, allowed access to the timber 
with full license to destroy it, selfish interest 
is doing its desolate work. 

In the southern pine belt the turpentine 
industry offers a special temptation to de- 
struction of the timber. There is no need 
and no desire to make war on the turpentine 
men, but the indiscriminate sapping of small 
timber ought to be stopped. In New York, 
it is recommended that no timber smaller 
than a foot in diameter shall be cut.

A CONSTITUTIONAL GOSSIP. 


There recently came to Atlanta a gentleman 
who had been on familiar terms with the great 
English philosopher, Faraday. 

The gentleman of whom I speak was on his way 
to Florida. He wasa New Yorker, and a man 
whose name stands among the highest in current 
scientific annals. 

I met him by purest chance. A few minutes’ 
converse decided me to get from him some remin- 
iscences of along and successful career devoted 
absolutely to scientific pursuits. 

Think of a manwho had known Morse, had 
dined with Professor Wheatstone,ghadjhobnobbed 
at a Sydenham hail banquet with Sir Humphrey 
Davy, andineffect knew nearly all of the great 
men of the last two generations. 

He made only one stipulation, which I must re. 
spect, and that is, that his own name be not 
printed. But scientilic students, and 
there are many in Atlanta, will 
easily recognize his identity when reading these 
lines. Especially the medica} fraternity. 

“Whom among the great English scientists, 
doctor?” I asked, ‘did you consider the greatest?” 

“Well,” was the reply, “the adjective 
is not well chosen. They are all great. 
Darwin, Davy, Huxley, Mills, Tyndall, et id 
omne genus—they were all great. Suppose you 
ask me who has done most to advance the cause 
of science?’’ 

‘‘] will so amend the question.” 

“Then Faraday beyond all doubt. Galvani and 
others of the Italian schools wrought wonders, 
but it was left to Faraday, the greatest 
scientific genius of the century in 
my humble opinion, to invent certain formulas, 
toestablish certain laws and discover certain 
processes whieb have led to the magnificent elec- 
trical development of the presont day.

Far- 
aday was born a poor boy and was, in his youth, in 
a printing office, I believe. But 
he displayed an bent 
towards scientific pursuits, and especially in the 
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notes he had taken to the great scientist. Sir 
Humphrey at once saw his merit and ina few 
days made him his chemical assistant. 
Here he had a splendid chance 
to study, and he rapidly gained 
knowledge. Then Faraday began the series of in- 
vestigations which made him famous, and which 
ended only with his life. He discovered early 
in his career the chlorides of carbon-- 
& most important discovery—and shortly 
afterwards the mutual rotation of a magnetic pole 
and a magnetic eurrent. It would take more space 
than you can spare in THe ConsTITUTION to tell of 
his development of the induction of electric 
currents, the evolution of electricity from mag- 
netism, of his establishment of the principle of 
definite electrolytic action, of his discoveries in 
diamagnetism and the influence of magnetism on 
light,—all these would take too long to explain 
and occupy too much space.” 
> * 


“But of Faraday as a man?” : 

“He was quick in temper at times, but genial, 
honest and generous toa fault, In his latter years 
he had an ample income, nearly all of which he 
Gave away in charity or devoted to 
scientific investigation. In private life 
he was one of the most modest men you ever saw, 
and as to morals!” and here the old gentleman 
held up his hands, “he was simply a saint. He 
lived only for science, and although pensioned by 
the government to the extent of £300a year, and 
the recipent of an income of nearly 
£5,000 more, he gave nearly all of it 
away, living simply and quietly himself. His 
Ereat aversion was alcohol.” 

“Alcohol?” 

“Yes; he did not disdaina glassof generous 
wine, but by alchohol he meant rum, whisky, 
brandy, gin, etc, 1 have often heard him say 
that the human race was 1, 
years behind where it should be, solely on account 
of spirits. Indeed, he said it. I’m not joking.” 

“A thousand years?” 

“Yes, and he could prove it. He was a believer 
in heredity; he believed that many 
men who were drunkards had no 
right to beget children, who in turn 
would take to drinking or worse. He firmly be- 
lieved in inherited vice or virtue. He used to tell 
me that the physical part of us was the animal 
part—and in what do we differ from race horses 
in that respect? he would ask. 

“Oh! Faraday was a great man, and better still, 
he was # good man.”

Find a man who has made a study of the build- 
ing and loan association system and you will find 
an enthusiastic advocate of those institutions. 

There are many associations in: Atlanta and 
their work has been a powerful factor towards 
building up Atlanta. 

A gentleman who is interested in several of 
these associations, and who has observed their 
workings in other cities, gave me some 
interesting facts yesterday. 

Philaaelphia is regarded the parent of the build- 
ing and loan associations in America, the first 
being established there in 1831, with a record of 
9,000 houses built during the year of 1890. Phila- 
delphia points with pride to the fact that a large 
percentage of these are the property of working 
People,and itis recognized that without the opera- 
tion of over 600 loan and building associations, 
offering such advantages asthey do, this result 
would have never been brought about, 

At first but little interest was manifested in 
that first association, so that ten years later they 
were practically unknown. However, Pennsyl- 
vanians emigrating to other states began intro- 
ducing them, Philadelphia remaining the center. 
In the latter place there were fifty in 1850, and by 
1860 they possessed a firm hold in Boston, Buffalo, 
Baltimore and Cincinnati. If they had existed in 
New York they had almost entirely disappeared in 
1860, and did not reappear till 1885. 

Of course there was but little growth during the 
years of the war, and not until the earlier seven- 
ties did the associations begin to take the place 
they now hold. Pennsylvania granted charters to 
1,169 associations from 1874 to 1889. In the last 
ten years that state, together with Ohio, lilinois, 
Indiana, Minnesota and others to a lesser degree, 
have made rapid strides forward. 

‘But there is no state,’’ continued my informant, 
‘-that has made as systematic and successful en- 
deavorsto place the associations under a proper 
state supervision and limit the manner of trans- 
acting their business to safe and equitable 
methods as Massachusetts. They are called there 
‘co-operative banks,’ and are under the direct 
supervision of the commissioner of savings banks, 
to whom they report, and the commissioners pub- 
lish annually detailed reports with reference to 


them.’’

There are many plans of operation, though the 
differences are as a rule merely adetail. The hold 
they bave on the people is great,and it ought to 
be,for a home has been placed within the reach of 
many a poor man who could not otherwise hope 


to live beneath his own vine and figtree. Here in 
Atlanta all the associations do well. They are in 
good hands and have added many hundred homes 
to the city.

Will be used on the Atlanta Street Rall- 
road—Completed by August. 

"Yes, we have begun the work of improve- 
ment,’ said Mr. A. E'. Thornton, {presi- 
president of the Atlanta Street railroad, yes- 
terday. 

“We have already begun to distribute rails 
along the line, and will commence to lay them 
as soon as practicable. The rails are of stcel, 
each weighing fiftv pounds. The road will be 
double-tracked fali the way to the West End 
boundary line, and from there on a single 
track, with switches, wi)] be used. The West 
End portion will be completed by,the first of 
June, 

“The overhead trolley system of electricity 
will be adopted, as, after closely watching the 
trials of all the systems, we have reached the 
conclusion that thisis the most practicable. 
Fifty new cars will be purchased and placed 
on the line, and they will probably be run on 
a five-minute schedule. The total cost of the 
improvement will be about $300,000, and it is 
our intention to give the people of Atlanta a 
first-class service, and one that wil] leave no 
loophole for complaint.’’ 

‘When will the line be in complete working 
order ?’’ 

‘We will try and have it completed by Au- 
gust, as we wish tocatch as much as possible 
of the summer travel. That, of course, does 
not provide for any complication that may 
meanwhile arise. The council granted us the 
right-of-way to operate a double track, on con- 
dition that we allow any one else to use it, and 
we accepted the terms. when we should not 
have done so. We hope the council will strike 
out that clause, and think it will. It isabout 
the same to me as being compelled to share 
my own house with somebody eise.”’

Presuming that the governor would, in all 
probability, adhere to the Georgia basis, the 
current talk yesterday is a pretty safe indica- 
tion that public opinion would sustain him in 
that position.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 26.—The stock market today, 
considering the utter collapse of the telegraphic system 
of the country, was quite active, but the opportunity to 
break the market was too good to be wasted by the ad- 
vocates of lower figures, and a series of raids upon the 
Gould stocks and coal stocks brought the prices of all 
of them down materially, though there was some com- 
pany for them among the rest of the list. Stop orders 
were uncovered in ‘tsome of the stocks and consider- 
able long stock was sold. The declines in leading 
stocks today were caused by weil-directed raids by some 
unknown interest, and as the Goulds played a 
very importantgpart inthe affair Gould received the 
credit of manipulation, though the ream.of manipula- 
tion was not apparent, but some ulterior design was 
assigned according to feelings of the Critic. The first 
break was in Missouri Pacific, but it was sold down by 
two of the leading room traders. Union Pacific fol- 
lowed with a break of over 2 per cent, and all the 
leading western stocks sympathized to a limited ex- 
tent. Later in the day Jersey Central had a severe 
drop on light transactions, falling away from 111% to 
106, against 113'4 at the last previous sale last ,week 
Lackawanna and Reading joined in the downward 
movement, though the last named was kept rather 
quiet. The professional element was everywhere con- 
spicuous in helping the market down, 
but the long stock came out on the break, 

In the last hour Manhattan joined the weak stocks 
falling 3 per cent, but with the rest of the list madea 
material recovery in the final dealings when there was 
something of a rush to cover short stocks sold earlier 
in the day at higher prices. Chicago Gas was the 
strong spot in the market today, and although it fluct- 
uated within comparatively narrow limits, in final 
transactions was an insignificant fraction lower. Its 
late weakness, and the weakness of the rest of the list, 
made it conspicuous today. There was specially 
heavy covering in Lackawanna, Union Pacific and 
Jersey Central in the last few minutes of trading, and 
the market closed firm at something better than 
the lowest prices. Final changes are almost all 
losses and Jersey Centralis down 6'4 percent; Man- 
hattan.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, January 26.—There was an enormous 
quantity of long wheat dumped upon the crowd dur- 
ing the first 15 minutes of operations, yet the prices 
went up from around 97 cents and 9744 centsto 97%. 
There was a lively tussle for mastery at 97% cents, but 
that being overcome, an additional % cent was put on 
without mueh trouble. The principal fluctuations 
afterwards till 12 o’clock were downward, reacting to 
97 cents and advanced to 97% cents. Another decline to 
974% cents,a gradual advance to 974 cents, a quick 
bulge to 97% cents, followed by a rapid decline to 97°4 
cents. There was a decline about 12:15 o’clock to 97 % 
and prices and trading for a few minutes at 96% cents, 
but the attempted execution of a few buying orders 
caused the price to jump to 97/4 cents in a few minutes. 

Corn trade was affected consiberably by the strong 
feeling among operatorsin wheat, and opened for 
May at an advance of 3 cents over Saturday’s renting 
prices. The first transactions were at 52% cents, and 
the bulge immediately followed, which carried it to 53c. 

There was reaction to 52%¢ and another slight up- 
turn to 52 and 62%c, but during the latter half of the 
session dullnes was the rule and a decline to 52)4c took 
place. 

The strength in the wheat and corn had but little 
effect on the oats market, which was barely steady. 
There was only a small amount of business owing to 
the absence of country orders. 

The firmness in grain gave an unsubstantial appear- 
ance of strength to the provision market at opening. 
Packers were not slow to take measure of how much 
product such a market would absorb and placed their 
offerings on top of it, until it had sagged back from 
an advance of lic in the matter of pork to a decline in 
the end of 5c below the level of Saturday’s closing 
quotations. 

There was scarcely any change in the lard market, 
and ribs, after a 5c advance, closed 2\4c lower than at 
the close of the preceding week.

HEALTH FOR 1890. 


White and Black Mortality—Water and 
Milk Discussed—City Cows 
Drinking Bad Water. 


The annual report of the board of health is 
in the hands of the printer and will soon be 
issued from the press. Owing to the subjects 
of unusual difficulty with which the board had 
to deal last year. the document is looked for- 
ward to with more than ordinary interest. 

The first thing that strikes the eye, on a 


casual run over the pages, is the heavy 
increase in mortality in 1890 over 
previous years, and the question which 
suggests itself is whether the contamination 
of the water had anything to do with this 
un seagate result. 

The mortality per thousand forthe year 
was: blacks, 36.28; whites, 15.71. Total av- 
erage, 23.05. 

As the condition of life amongthe whites is 
the most uniform from year to year, it will 

rhaps be fairest to make the comparison 

tween 1890 and previous yearsin the mortality 
of whites alone, but the rates among both 
races are given for ten years, and are quoted 
from the table as follows:

ception of 1881, when it was19.22 for the 
The mortalit 
among the negroes in 1890 was about two an 
a half times that of the whites, which is about 
tho average proportion, but it is the heaviest 
negro aortaiie of the decade. -: : 

The record @f negro mortality in Atlanta, 
Charleston and other cities isa fact of great 
Significance when compared with the death 
rate of the country districts. The mortality for 
the southern states is given by the census of 
1880 at 14.04 for whites and 17.22 for the 
negroes. 

Therefore, in the average of town and coun- 
try, the negro mortality isa little less than 
one-fourth Jarger than that of the whites. 
When they come to the city they die from two 
to three times as fast as the white people. 
The inference is plain that the safe place for 
the negro is in the country. 

The report of the board of health discusses 
the water contamination at length and fur- 
nishes numerous analyses to sustain its en- 
dorsement of the oily water after filteration.

QUEEN AND CRESCENT CUTS RATES ' 


AND SO DOES THE ELLEN N. 
Has the Louisville and Nashville Gobbled 
the Monon ?—Anent the Ticket 
Scalpers—Other News. 

The Queen and Crescent has just announced 
a@reduction in rates to all Florida points, 
based on acut from $21.20 to $18.50 from 
Cincinnati to Jacksonville. This brings the 
Cincinnati rates to the same level per mile as 
the Louisville and Nashville rate from St. 
Louis. The new rate goes into effect on 
Febuary 2d. District Passenger Agent Parker, 
of the Louisville and Nashville, announces 
that his road will meet the rate to Jackson- 
ville, which will necessarily shave the rate to 
Thomasville, Pensacola and other points. 
This throws the onus of any further move on 
the Queen and Crescent. 


Mr. C. H. Woodwell, formerly of the Gulf, 
Colorado and Santa Fe, has been made travel- 
ing passenger agent of the Louisville South- 
ern and Queen and Crescent at Louisville, ef- 
fective February 1, 1891. 


The latest rumor in railroad circles is to the 
effect that the Louisville, New Albany and Chi- 
cago railroad,the well-known Monon route, will 
shortly pass into the hands of the Louisville 
and Nashville road.

Water System Inadequate. 

Touching the oil incident the report says: 

“It forcefully demonstrates two points: The 
dependence of the city upon a public water 
supply and the inadequacy of the present sys- 
tem to satisfactorily meet the public needs.” 

The board discusses the effect of perforated 
manhole taps, used to allow the escape of gas 
from the sewers intothe street. They think 
the ventilation in tho streets removes the 
pressure of sewer gasin the houses, and de- 
creases the volume of gas escaping from yard 
vents. For this reason they think the street 
yent is conservative of the public health. 

In regard to the disposal of sewage and gar- 
bage the board thinks the city must eventually 
come to cremation, but does not think there is 
& present necessity for going to that expense. 

Aduliteration of Milk. 

On this subject the report makes this im- 

portant statement: ‘‘Unfortunately there is 


no regulaticn which fixes the quality of milk, - 


and although a considerable portion of the 
community--invalids and infants for the most 
part—depend, wholly or to a great degree, 
upon the marketed milk for sus- 
tenance, there is reason to believe 
that the article sometimes furnished to inno- 
cent purchasers has been tampered with and 
fraudulently adulterated. In the absence of 
well-considered market regulations, it is dif- 
ficult to deal with these abuses in an effective 
manner, butit is possible that some plan, de- 
signed to correct this evil, may be formulated 
and submitted to your honorable body during 
the coming year.” 

The report of Sanitary Inspector Veal shows 
what good ground the board has for its re- 
marks on bad milk and shows that other 
causes than fraud are making some of it bad. 
He says: 

‘There are 772 cows in the city, not includ- 
ing those in the dairies around the city. As 
your honorable body probably knows, the 
owners of cows throughout the city are accus- 
tomed to place them in charge of boys each 
day tobe driven to pastures around the suburbs. 
These boys take the cows to meadows and 
lowlands lying along the banks and streams 
into which the large sewers of the city empty, 
and which are thus mere channels for the 
filthiest and most polluted waters. In the 
heart of the summer I have seen cows_stand- 
iugin and drinking this liquid pollution. In fact, 
they drink it altogether, as no pure water is 
accessible. Now as your honorable body un- 
derstands. miik is very easily contaminated 
and rendered impure by what thecows eat 
and drink. The milk of the sewer-watered 
cows is used all over Atlanta, fed to the sick 
and invalid, to the infants and little children 
andcan but prove vastly injurious to the 
health and strength of our peopie.”’ 

The inspector notes the fact that slaughter 
houses which were notified to move beyond the 
new city limits, and got @ temporary injunc- 
tion from the state courts, yet linger with their 
odorous business, much tothe annoyance of 
the neighboring citizens.

Mr. Hunter MoDonaid, superintendent of 
the Fayetteville branch of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis road, will, during 
the sickness of Mr. Pardon, act as resident en- 
gineer of the Western and Atlantic road. 

The white-bearded face and tall, angular 
figure of the veteran conductor, Sanford Bell, 
ofthe Western and Atlantic road, will no 
longer be seen on the streets of Chattanooga as 
a knight of the bell cord, says The Times. He 
has resigned his position and will retire to his 
fine 600-acre farm overin Georgia. Mr. Bell 
is one of the oldest—and not the oldest—train 
conductors in this section of the south. His 
popularity extends from one end of the liné to 
the other, and his hosts of friends will keenly 
regret to hear of his resignation. A numberof 
the employes of the old Western and Atlantic 
have resigned or are about to resign, 
among the former being the _ vete- 
ran train baggage master, Mr. Hairs- 
ton, whose home isin Atlanta, but who is well 
known here. “The through run to Nashville is the 
cause of all these old employes resigning,” said a 
railroad man yesterday. “You see, the Western 
and Atlantic road has no ticket or baggage 
transfers between here and Atlanta, but on the 
main line these employes would have to handle 
the business required by the numerous branches 
between here and Nashville, and they are too old 
to learn all that. It’sa bigger job than an old 
man cares to tackle. Their places will be filled by 
Nashville and Chattanooga employes, who will 
have an easy time learning the Western and At- 
lantic.”’ 

It is said that the Richmond and Danville rail- 
road is behind the Danville and New River road, 
which was recently reorganized under the name 
of the Danville and Western. The Richmond and 
Danville, however, has nouse forthe property 
except to hold possession of the territory, and the

With scalpers 
abolished, rate cutting could be brought to an end 
and the net receipts of the railways from ticket 
sales could be enormously increased. It must not 
be long before it can also be said with truth, 
‘There are no scaipers in America.’’--[Railway 
Aze. 

Soma sixty of the leading railroads throughout 
the country Lave just signed an agreement not to 
allow any form of commission, salary, sidecut or 
other consideration in connection with the sale of 
the tickets of other companies, or permit the 
tickets of their own lines to be sold at any point 
on commission.
